NOTICE is hereby given that His 
Honour the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council has been pleased to confirm the 
following order, made by the Deputy

Milledge, Registrar of the New Westmin- 
ster Land Registration District, to hear 
any complaints or claims with respect to 
the special survey or to the surveyor’s 
report: 

“And whereas Mr. Milledge did attend 
at the time and place appointed to hear 
any complaints or claims with respect to 
the special survey or to the surveyor’s 
report, and duly reported thereon to the 
Attorney-General: 

“In accordance with the provisions of 
section 26 of the Act, I hereby order:— 

“(a) That Mr. Milledge’s report (at- 

tached hereto) be adopted and 


confirmed: 
“(b) That the report (attached hereto) 
of Mr. Burnett, B.C.L.S., be 


adopted and confirmed subject to 
the changes therein recommended 
in Mr. Milledge’s report and sub- 
ject to his plan of the survey being 
amended as recommended by Mr. 
Milledge: 

“(c) That Mr. Burnett replace the sur- 
vey markers on the Douglas Road 
frontage of Lots 1, 2, 3, 46, 47, 
and 48, Block 2: 

“(d) That compensation payable in ac- 
cordance with the surveyor’s re- 
port in respect of the increased 
value of a parcel shall be added to 
the cost of the survey in respect of 
that parcel, and that where dam- 
age has been fixed in the surveyor’s 
report in consequence of a de- 
crease in value, the damage shall 
be deducted from the cost of the 
survey in respect of the parcel 
affected: 

“(e) That the cost of replacing the sur- 

vey markers as ordered in clause 

(c) hereof shall be borne by the 

Corporation of the District of 

Burnaby: 

That the costs and expenses of the 

special survey, including all costs 

and publication of notices and of 
the Order in Council approving the 
survey, and land registry fees, 
shall be apportioned in proportion 
to the respective areas of the par- 
cels comprised within the limits 
of the special survey, and in re-

spect of parcels consisting of high- 
ways shall be charged against the 
Corporation of the District of 
Burnaby, and in respect of parcels 
other than highways shall be 
charged against the respective reg- 
istered owners of the parcels cre- 
ated by the plan of the special 
survey; and 

“(g) That where in consequence of the 
special survey, any land is added 
to any previously existing parcel, 
that land be vested in the regis- 
tered owner of that parcel subject 
to any registered charge that ex- 
ists against the parcel of which it 
becomes a part.

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear On Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
One or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the
